Mr. Asquith has sent the following letter 
fo a Liberal correspondent :— . 

The Wharf, Sutton Courtney, Berks., 
20th September, 1984. 

Dear Srr,—You have asked me to indicate 
what, in my view, ought to be the attitude 
of the Liberal Party to the so-called 
“ Treaty” with the Soviet Government 
which will come up for the consideration of 
Parliament in the autumn session. I have 
not as yet had the opportunity of maki 
any public statement on the subject, but 
hope to deal with it in all its aspects, some 
of which go far beyond any temporary accom- 
modation between the two countries imme- 
diately concerned, when I address my 
constituents at an early date next month, 

In the meantime, the Liberal Party has not 
been left without authoritative guidance on 
essential points. Mr. Lloyd Geor e, Lord 
Grey, \.r John Simon, Sir Alfred Mond and 
Mr. Runciman, amongst others, have spoken, 
in substance, all in the same sense, in con- 
demnation of the proposal that Parliament 
should afford the countenance even of an 
ara ay and contingent sanction to the 
guarantee by the taxpayers of Great Britain 
of a loan of undefined amount, upon unspeci- 
fied conditions, to the Soviet Government, Such 
a proposal finds no warrant, so far as I 
am aware, in any precedent in our history, 
and I associate myself, without reserve, with 
the protests already made by my colleagues. 

It is to be observed that this Article of the 
“ Draft Treaty ” is contained in the all- 
important chapter entitled ‘‘ Claims and 
Loans,”’ the provisions of which are declared 
to “ constitute a single and indivisible unit.” 
It is, of course, absurd to pretend that the 
Liberal attitude in the matter is dictated by 
hostility to the present Government of 
Russia, or by any indisposition to arrive by 
negotiation at an equitable adjustment of 
outstanding claims, and the opening out 
of commercial and _ industrial relations. 
I have myself, for the best part of five 
years, been a severe critic of any intervention 
on our part in the domestic concerns of 
Russia, and a strenuous advocate—if and so 
soon as the Soviet Government rendered it 
possible—of the resumption both of diplomatic 
and trade relations. 

| may refer to the language which I used 
when I was first a candidate for Paisley, in 
January and February, 1920 :— 

‘It appears to me, and I believe to all 
Liberals, and I fancy also to a large number 
of Labour men, that subsidies and all forms 
of intervention, direct and indirect, should 
cease, and that trade-free and full commercial 
and financial and industrial intercourse should 
be re-opened without delay. Look at it from 
a still larger point of view—from the point 
of view of European and world-wide construc- 
tion. I told Im the other day that you must 
realise that the world is one. It is | Ar Áaonny 
a single unit, with, of course, a multitude o 
varied and interdependent factors. We 
cannot leave out of that vast area, with its 
network of ties and interests, this gigantic 
Empire of Russia, with its ever-growing popu- 
lation, with its almost incalculable natural 
resources, agricultural, mineral and otherwise, 
with a people who, though in some ways they 
may not have reache the standard of 
Western civilisation, have in them, as their 
literature and art and history show, the de- 
veloping germs of some of the highest and 
rarest qualities of the human race. We 
cannot shut out Russia from the general 
community of nations without impoverishin 
the world even more than Russia herself. 
Let that be the watchword of our future 
policy.” 

To every word of that declaration I adhere. 
It was in that spirit that, while I have never 
said anything in extenuation of the crimes 
and follies which stain the record of Soviet 
rule, | approved this year the official recogni- 
tion of the Russian Government. 

The vice of the vital part of the ‘‘ Draft 
Treaty,’’ the chapter of which the pro 
British loan is declared to be an integral and 
inseparable part, is that it settles nothing, 
leaves the whole future to the chapter of 
accidents, and provides no security that is 
worth the name, either for the just treatment 
of ae claims or for any advance of British 
creait. | 

There is no reason to fear that British 
Liberals are about to enlist in an anti-Bol- 
shevist crusade. Their object in the matter 
is that our relations with Russia should be 
put upon business-like lines, and secured by 
adequate safeguards—an object which cannot 
be attained by crude experiments in nursery

that he did not know when an election would 
come, but he was confident that when it did 
the working men and women of the country 
would back their own team. Labour would 
appeal for a reduction of the odds against 
them. They would ask that Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald’s Government should be returned 
not merely to office, but to power. 

Dealing with the controvery on the Anglo- 
Russian Treaties, Mr. Spoor said that it would 
appear that Mr. Lloyd George and certain 
other Liberal critics had not troubled to read 
and understand these documents. This was 
not the first time in recent political history 
that leading Liberals had been in full ery after 
a will o’ th’ wisp. They would remember 
Poplar. When the Liberals repeated on the 
floor of the House of Commons the nonsense 
they had talked outside about the Mond Order, 
they gave Mr. Wheatley the opportunity (of 
which. he took full advantage) of scoring a 
great debating triumph. That triumph, he 
predicted, would be repeated when they came 
to debate the Russian Treaties. 

He noticed that Lord Grey, at Edinburgh, 
had lined up with the Duke of Northumber- 
land in his attitude towards Russia. The 
Russian Government, he said, had been 
brought into existence by massacre, and was 
maintained by espionage and execution. The 
obvious inference was that it was wrong to 
try to improve our relations with peoples whose 
standards of Government were not ours. 

Would Mr, Asquith endorse the Die-hard 
argument? The Labour Party did not ap- 
prove, and never would approve, the 
methods of the Soviet Government, but: if 
Great Britain refused to treat with countries 
whose systems of Government were different 
from its own, there were few countries with 
whom it could maintain relations.

A GREAT SUCCESS. 


The Coombe Maternity Hospital should 
henefit considerably by the successful dog show 
held in Lord Iveagh’s beautiful grounds on 
Saturday.
